“ It’s enough to live on,” the 59- 
year-old Southerner said in a res­ 
onant drawl that carried no ang­ 
er. “ But I ’m kind of disappointed

m ore.” 
A bill providing Hankins 
with 
$300 a month the rest of his life 
has been passed by both houses of 
the Minnesota Legislature. When 


“ But I don't blame the people 
who sent me to prison.

Hankins was pardoned in 1951, 
years after members of the Bark- 
er-Karpis gang which held up the 
Third Northwestern Bank in Min­ 
neapolis and killed two policemen 
in 1932, had

Hankins 
had no part in the robbery. 
Hankins, because shaky circum ­ 
stances pointed to him, was con­ 
victed Feb. 6, 1933, and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 
In 1935, mobster Jesse Doyle, 
a member of the Barker gang, 
cleared Hankins of any connec­ 
tion with the crim e. A long chain 
of hearings followed for Hank­ 
ins.

Last week we gave you some of 
the mythical tales concerning the 
early peopling of the Americas— 
“ 
now we wish to present, in a brief 
way, what our great anthropolo­ 
gists and archaeologists have con­ 
firmed by their years of explor­ 
ations and studies. 
As is the 
case 
in 
the 
Old 
world, they find no evidence in 
America of the development of 
man from a primititive form— 
plainly speaking, there were no 
monkeys here. The first human 
a 
beings in this land of ours were 
^ 
migrants, coming from 
Siberia 
about 2ft thousand years ago. 
Much evidence has been found 
to prove that at this time, there 
was 
considerable 
ice 
in 
North 
America from 
the 
last 
glacier 
which had covered most of what 
is now Ohio. And that the prehis­ 
toric animals, which were native 
of the extreme north lands, had 
been forced south and ahead of 
^ the glacier, 
to 
graze 
with 
the 
™ southern species of animals such 
as the mastodon, wild pig, horse, 
bison, the large American camel 
and the great 
sloth—'because 
it 
was only below the south limit of 
the ice sheet that they could find 
enough vegetation 
on 
which 
to 
live. 
It was during this period that 
early man in Asia learned how to 
live by hunting big game, but was 
forced to follow their prey as they 
moved from one region to another. 
Our scientists have discovered ev­ 
idence to prove that certain sfpec- 
ies of the larger vertebrates mi­ 
grated to North America, hunting 
food, and that the Asiatic man fol­ 
lowed. His entering this 
country 
must have been by way of the 
Bering Sea.

THERE COULD have been a n 
ice bridge or even land between 
# Siberia and Alaska, for it is be­ 
lieved that at one time, so much 
water made up the great ice areas 
of the north, that the ocean was 
approximately 200 feet lower than 
the present level. 
Even now, so a late issue of the 
National Geographic Mag a z i n e 
tells us, if all the natural ice now 
on earth should melt, it would re­ 
lease enough water to raise the 
sea level perhaps IOO feet.

The first man 
in 
America 
is 
known as the Early Hunter. To 
prove that he was here so long 
ago, the archaeologist tells us of 
the finding of certain types of flint 
weapons and tools associated with 
the fossilized remains of animals 
who lived during the Ice Age, but 
have been extinct for many cen­ 
turies. 
The first site of these people 
was discovered about 25 years 
Q 
ago at Folsom, New Mexico, by 
Dr. Jesse D. Figgins of the Den­ 
ver Museum of Natural History. 
Since then ot.-.er sites have been 
found in New Mex']co and in Col­ 
orado. 
Artifacts of these Early Hunters 
have even been found in our own 
state, but only 
widely 
scattered ! 
and never associated with remains J 
of any of the Ice Age animals. 
Last summer, we read a good bit ; 
^ about a fifteen-year old schoolboy 


FOR PROOF it requires the co­ 
ordinated work of trained scient­ 
ists to determine the antiquity of 
the site of the find through an ex­ 
amination of the undisturbed strat­ 
ified layers of the earth—the ter­ 
races related to the glaciation of 
the region—evidences of climatic 
changes—relation to the beds of 
the great lakes, which long ago 
covered the land and finally, the 
finding of bones of animals long 
extinct. 
These people were nomads—no 
evidence of shelters of their own 
making has ever been found. They 
probably supplemented their meat 
diet with such things as nuts, ber­ 
ries, roots and bulbs. 
Hunting camps, which have been 
explored, sometimes yielded char 
coal, by which the date of the 
camp could be told as well as

Nothing is known a bout the ir 
clothing nor ha s the re be e n a ny­ 
thing discove re d to re ve a l the ir 
buria l customs. No ske le ta l ma ­ 
te ria l of the Ea rly Hunte r ha s 
e ve r be e n found, so 
we 
know 
nothing a bout the physica l cha r­ 
a cte ristics of the se pe ople . The ir 
fa te is unknown. 
The game which they hunted be­ 
came extinct. Whether it was the 
Early Hunter which 
caused 
the 
animals which they hunted to dis­ 
appear or whether their extinction 
from other causes brought about 
the disappearance of the first peo­ 
ple of North America—who knowns? 


Now that we feel fairly certain 
where 
the 
early 
migrants 
into 
North 
America came 
from 
and 
whjr, they came—it should be in­ 
teresting to learn something about 
the people, we know for certain, 
were in Ohio. After the Early Hun­ 
ters, there came into North Amer­ 
ica a people from Asia entirely 
different—they 
have been 
called 
the Archaic Man. 


THESE PEOPLE are 
said 
to 
have been rather small in build 
and also lived on what nature pro­ 
vided, except that they 
did 
not 
confine their hunting to big game, 
like the Early Hunters—consequen­ 
tly where nature provided a suf­ 
ficient supply of food, there they 
stayed in great numbers. 
"W e’ve 
often 
wondered 
from 
what part of Asia they came, for 
we can’t help but think 
that 
it 
must have been in a region where 
there were 
lakes 
and 
streams 
which were favorable for the grow­ 
th of shellfish. 
It appears, too, that they travel­ 
led by water, probably in crude 
canoes. They found that this was 
an easy way to travel and that 
they could get all the food they 
needed in the waters. So the Ar­ 
chaic 
Man, in our part of the 
country, traveling by our rivers, 
soon found an easy way to live 
on a river bank, 
near a shoal 
where there was a mussel bed. 
We ca n’t he lp but think 
tha t 
the se pe ople ha d ma ny ca mps 
a long our Scioto Rive r, for the re 
a re ma ny of us who ca n re me m­ 
be r how ple ntiful we re cla ms on 
the ma ny fa vora ble 
shoa ls or 
riffle s in the Scioto—this wa s be ­ 
fore Columbus got the ide a tha t 
it ha d a n inhe re nt le ga l a nd mo­ 
ra l right to impound a ll the pure 
wa te r of the Scioto north of the ir 
city—da ring a nyone to pollute it 
—a nd to dump a ll the ir tra sh in­ 
to this sa me stre a m south of the 
city—so fouling it tha t e ve n a 
tough old ca rp ca n’t live the re .

Archaic 
people 
gathered 
great quanities of these shellfish 
for food—tossing away their shells 


—thus began the building of huge 
shell middens, which became big­ 
ger and bigger as time went on 
and the population at a given point 
grew .ln the south, there are areas 
of these shell piles covering IO to 
15 acres an in many places are 25 
to 30 feet deep. This material has 
been

to 
build 
roads down there. 
The 
Archaic 
Man 
was 
quite 
primitive. His home life centered 
about the fireplace, built on a mid­ 
den. For a variety to his food, he 
seemed to prefer smaller animals 
such as squirrel, rabbit, opposum, 
coon and fox instead of the larger 
animals like the elk, buffalo and 
bear. 
* 
* * 
ALSO in the campfires of explor­ 
ed sites have been found the char­ 
red bones of wild turkey, ducks, 
geese and other water fowl. Also 
preserved in the ashes have been 
found the charred hulls of many 
kinds 
of 
nuts—suggesting 
they 
did not farm, but let nature be 
the provider. 
In some sites have been found 
very small post-molds, indicating 
they lived in 
small 
shelters 
or 
tents. They buried their dead in 
round graves, in the midden—ev­ 
en under their own hearths. Sel­ 
dom were any ornaments of any 
type buried with 
the 
dead, 
but 
quite often have burials been found 
that indicated that the body had 
been heavily covered with red och­ 
re. 
Apparently they made no 
pot­ 
tery, but they did use flint spear- 
points, knives and gravers. It is 
believed that they did not use the 
bowr and arrow’, but cast spears 
with the throwing stick 
and 
at­ 
latl. There have been quite a few 
surface finds of "fluted 
points”, 
crude stemmed 
spearpoints 
and 
spear-throwing weights, or atlatl 
weights, of these people in Pick­ 
away County. 
Some of the Archaic sites 
re­ 
cently explored have been dated, 
by the radioactive carbon test, to 
be from 4900 to 5700 years ago. 
These people are the first of North 
American 
man 
whose 
skeletons 
have been found for the study of 
the man himself.

Last week we gave you some of 
the mythical tales concerning the 
early peopling of the Americas— 
™ now we wish to present, in a brief 
way, what our great anthropolo­ 
gists and archaeologists have con­ 
firmed by their years of explor­ 
ations and studies. 
As is the 
case 
in 
the 
Old 
world, they find no evidence in 
America of the development of 
man from a primititive form— 
plainly speaking, there were no 
monkeys here. The first human 
^ 
beings in this land of ours were 
“ 
migrants, coming from 
Siberia 
about 20 thousand years ago. 
Much evidence has been found 
to prove that at this time, there 
was 
considerable 
ice 
in 
North 
America from 
the 
last 
glacier 
which had covered most of what 
is now Ohio. And that the prehis­ 
toric animals, which were native 
of the extreme north lands, had 
been forced south and ahead of 
a the glacier, 
to 
graze 
with 
the 
™ southern species of animals such 
as the mastodon, wild pig, horse, 
bison, the large American camel 
and the great 
sloth—because 
it 
was only below the south limit of 
the ice sheet that they could find 
enough vegetation 
on 
which 
to 
live. 
It was during this period that 
early man in Asia learned how to 
live by hunting big game, but was 
forced to follow their prey as they 
moved from one region to another. 
Our scientists have discovered ev­ 
idence to prove that certain .<pec- 
ies of the larger vertebrates mi­ 
grated to North America, hunting 
food, and that the Asiatic man fol­ 
lowed. His entering this 
country 
must have been by way of the 
Bering Sea. 
* 
* 
* 
TUBRE COULD have been an 
ice bridge or even land between 
% Siberia and Alaska, for it is be­ 
lieved that at one time, so much 
water made up the great ice areas 
of the north, that the ocean was 
approximately 200 feet lower than 
the present level. 
Even now, so a late issue of the 
National Geographic Mag a z i n e 
tells us, if all the natural ice now 
on earth should melt, it would re­ 
lease enough water to raise the 
sea level perhaps IOO feet.

The first man in 
America 
is 
known as the Early Hunter. To 
prove that he was here so long 
ago, the archaeologist tells us of 
the finding of certain types of flint 
weapons and tools associated with 
the fossilized remains of animals 
who lived during the Ice Age, but 
have been extinct for many cen­ 
turies. 
The first site of these people 
was discovered about 25 years 
Q 
ago at Folsom, New Mexico, by 
Dr. Jesse I). Figgins of the Den­ 
ver Museum of Natural History. 
Since then other sites have been 
found in New Mexico and in Col­ 
orado. 
Artifacts of these Early Hunters 
have even been found in our own 
state, but only 
widely 
scattered 
and never associated with remains 
of any of the Ice Age animals. 
Last summer, we read a good bit 
^ about a fifteen year old schoolboy

finding near Chillicothe, 
a stone 
point, identified as a “ Folsom”-— 
fluted arrow or spearpoint. 
The significance of the find and 
whether the Early Hunters ever 
loamed the Scioto River valley is 
yet to be determined by the ar­ 
chaeologist. A chance pick-up of 
something of this kind means noth­ 
ing—the point may have been found 
and used by a later Indian in this 
region. 
•

* 
FOR PROOF it requires the co­ 
ordinated work of trained scient­ 
ists to determine the antiquity of 
the site of the find through an ex­ 
amination of the undisturbed strat­ 
ified layers of the earth—the ter­ 
races related to the glaciation of 
the region—evidences of climatic 
changes—relation to the beds of 
the great lakes, which long ago 
covered the land and finally, the 
finding of bones of animals long 
extinct. 
These people were nomads—no 
evidence of shelters of their own 
making has ever been found. They 
probably supplemented their meat 
diet with such things as nuts, ber­ 
ries, roots and bulbs. 
Hunting camps, which have been 
explored, sometimes yielded char­ 
coal, by which the date of the 
camp could be told as well as 
showing that fire was 
used 
for 
heating and maybe cooking. Other 
than arrow and spear points, stone 
knives, hammers, drills and rub­ 
bing stones have been found. Pot­ 
tery and tobacco pipes are miss­ 
ing. 
Nothing is known about their 
clothing nor has there been any­ 
thing discovered to reveal their 
burial customs. No skeletal ma­ 
terial of the Early Hunter has 
ever been found, so we know 
nothing about the physical char­ 
acteristics of these people. Their 
fate is unknown. 
The game which they hunted be­ 
came extinct. Whether it was the 
Early Hunter which 
caused 
the 
| animals which they hunted to dis- 
j appear or whether their extinction 
from other causes brought about 
the disappearance of the first peo­ 
ple of North America—who knows? 


Now that we feel fairly certain 
where 
the 
early 
migrants 
into 
North America came from and 
why, they came—it should be in­ 
teresting to learn something about 
the people, we know for certain, 
were in Ohio. After the Early Hun­ 
ters, there came into North Amer­ 
ica a people from Asia entirely 
different—they have been called 
the Archaic Man. 
* * * 
THESE PEOPLE are 
said 
to 
have been rather small in build 
and also lived on what nature pro­ 
vided, except that they 
did not 
confine their hunting to big game, 
like the Early Hunters—consequen­ 
tly where nature provided a suf­ 
ficient supply of food, there they 
stayed in great numbers. 
“We’ve 
often 
wondered 
from 
what part of Asia they came, for 
we can’t help but think 
that 
it 
must have been in a region where 
there were 
lakes 
and 
streams 
which were favorable for the grow­ 
th of shellfish. 
It appears, too, that they travel­ 
led by water, probably in crude 
canoes. They found that this was 
an easy way to travel and that 
they could get all the food they 
needed in the waters. So the Ar­ 
chaic Man, in our part of the 
country, traveling by our rivers, 
soon found an easy way to live 
on a river bank, 
near 
a 
shoal 
where there was a mussel bed. 
We can’t help but think that 
these people had many camps 
along our Scioto River, for there 
are many of us who can remem­ 
ber how plentiful were clams on 
the many favorable shoals or 
riffles in the Scioto—this was be­ 
fore Columbus got the idea that 
it had an inherent legal and mo­ 
ral right to impound all the pure 
water of the Scioto north of their 
city—daring anyone to pollute it 
—and to dump all their trash in­ 
to this same stream south of the 
city—so fouling it that even a 
tough old carp can’t live there. 
The 
Archaic 
people 
gathered 
great quanities of these shellfish 
for food—tossing away their shells 


—thus began the building of huge 
shell middens, which became big­ 
ger and bigger as time went on 
and the population at a given point 
grew. I n the south, there are areas 
of these shell piles covering IO to I 
15 acres an in many places are 25 
to 30 feet deep. This material has 
been 
extensively 
used 
to build 
roads down there. 
The 
Archaic 
Man 
was 
quite 
primitive. His home life centered 
about the fireplace, built on a mid- j 
den. For a variety to his food, he j 
seemed to prefer smaller animals 
such as squirrel, rabbit, opposum, 
coon and fox instead of the larger 
animals like the elk, buffalo and 
; bear. 
* 
* 
* 
ALSO in the campfires of explor­ 
ed sites have been found the char­ 
red bones of wild turkey, ducks, 
geese and other water fowl. Also 
preserved in the ashes have been 
found the charred hulls of many 
kinds 
of 
nuts—suggesting 
they j 
did not farm, but let nature be 
the provider. 
In some sites have been found 
very small post-molds, indicating 
they lived in 
small 
shelters 
or 
tents. They buried their dead in 
round graves, in the midden—ev­ 
en under their own hearths. Sel­ 
dom were any ornaments of any 
type buried with 
the dead, 
but 
quite often have burials been found 
that indicated that the body had 
been heavily covered with red och­ 
re. 
Apparently they made no pot­ 
tery, but they did use flint spear- 
points, knives and gravers. It is 
believed that they did not use the 
bow and arrow, but cast spears 
with the throwing stick and 
at­ 
latl. There have been quite a few 
surface finds of “fluted 
points”, 
crude stemmed 
spearpoints 
and 
spear-throwing weights, or atlatl 
weights, of these people in Pick­ 
away County. 
Some of the Archaic sites 
re­ 
cently explored have been dated, 
by the radioactive carbon test, to 
be from 4900 to 5700 years ago. 
These people are the first of North 
American 
man 
whose 
skeletons 
have been found for the study of 
the man himself.

This will help keep 
the disease from spreading to a n­ 
oth er m em ber of th e fam ily who 
m igh t accidentally use the p a ­ 
tie nt’s regular towel. 
T here are penicillin or aureo­ 
m y cin ointm ents or lotions y our 
doctor m ight recom m end. G en­ 
erally , a salv e should be applied 
ev ery hour during th e day tim e. 

I t s prob­ 
ably best to use a sort-rubber cot 
to rub on the application.

This is an emotional issue over which 
there is bound to be controversy because 
involved is the question of racial, national 
and religious equality before the law. No 
group is willing to agree to a formula which 
makes it less acceptable than any other 
group. 
From a strictly American standpoint, 
the basic question is whether there is to 
be an unlimited or a limited immigration. 
No one proposes a system that stops all im­ 
migration. If it is to be a limited immi- j 
gration, no one has ever proposed a for­ 
mula for limitation which has had univer- ; 
sal approval. No device has ever been pro­ 
posed which has been altogether just. It 
is doubtful whether anyone can conceive of I 
an altogether objective, equal, fair and just 
device. 
The McCarran-Walter Act undoubtedly | 
requires some revision to remove what­ 
ever inequitities experience with it has 
disclosed. Senator Pat McCarran once told 
me that he saw some points that could be i 
improved upon. That is a function of Con­ 
gress, and although Congressional action 
is liable to be slow, its results will be sur­ 
er and more permanent than the fiat of 
any Administrative tendency to “liberal­ 
ize” an act of Congress by private inter­ 
pretation. 
Opposition or support of these laws gen- : 
erglly does not answer the fundamental j 
question as to whether or not the Ameri- j 
can people want to increase the population 
of this country by taking in the surplus j 
populations of other countries. 
Premier 
Mario Scelba of Italy made the interesting 
observation that the difference between the 
United States and Soviet Russia is that 
everybody wants to come to the United 
States and nobody wants to go to Russia. 
But the United States cannot take in ev­ 
erybody. There was a long period in Amer­ 
ican history when this country needed pop­ 
ulation, when industrial companies sent 
agents to European countries to recruit im­ 
migrants. We were then short of labor, 
particularly non-agricultural, heavy-indus- 
try laborers, such as miners and steel 
workers. 
That day is gone. The United States has 
a population of over 160,000,000 people and 
by the present rate of increase, it will not 
be many decades before we shall have a 
population of 200,000,000. 
Along with the increase of population, we 
have developed a remarkable method of 
production by labor-saving devices, to a 
degree that automatic or semi-automatic 
methods prevail. Because of this, it is not 
beyond possibility that a 30-hour week will 
be demanded by organized labor to avert 
unemployment. While in the past, it was 
held that machines make jobs, we m ay be 
approaching a period when new types of 
production will not make new jobs. 
When that point is reached, the United 
States will have surplus population, that is 
more men and women than can be profit­ 
ably employed. Whereas during the De­ 
pression years, that situation was regard­ 
ed as abnormal and was met by putting 
part of our population on the dole, what 
are we to do about it should, let us say, be­ 
tween 3,000,000 and 5,000,000 employables 
be permanently unemployed and therefore 
surplus population?”

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POET OF THE HEART 
MACAULAY, in his “Essay on Milton,” 
develops the theme that as civilization ad­ 
vances, poetry a l m o s t necessarily de­ 


clines. 
“The most wonderful and splendid proof 
of genius is a great poem produced in a 
civilized age,” he says. “He who, in an en­ 
lightened and literary society, aspires to 
be a great poet, must first become a little 
child. He must unlearn much of that 
knowledge which has perhaps constituted 
hitherto his chief title to superiority. 
“If these reasons be just, no poet has 
ever triumphed over greater difficulties 
than the learned Milton.” 
And if these reasonings be just in Mil­ 
ton’s case, they might apply with equal ef­ 
fect to H e n r y Wadsworth Longfellow, 
whose 148th birthday anniversary will be 
observed February 27. Longfellow was a 
scholar in the field of literature and lan­ 
guage, with a Harvard professorship and 
a background of foreign study and travel. 
Yet the poetry for which he is rem em ­ 
bered and revered is simple verse of the 
heart rather than of the mind. No Amer­ 
ican poet has been so widely popular nor 
more dearly loved than this kindly, white- 
bearded man whose verse can be under­ 
stood by all sorts and conditions of men. 
He dealt, as did Milton, with the universal 
emotions and experiences known so well 
by humankind. That is why, in almost ev­ 
ery school in the land children still are re­ 
citing “The Children’s Hour,” “ Psalm of 
Life,” “The Rainy Day,” “The Bridge,” 
“The Day Is “Done, “The Arrow and the 
Song,” “The Village Blacksmith” or parts 
of “Hiawatha” and “Evangeline.”

Rehoboam, King of Judah 


, HOW HIS KINGDOM WAS DIVIDED BECAUSE OF HIS 
UN W ISE DECISION 


S c r i p t u r e - l l Chronicles 10-13; I K ings 12. 


By NEWMAN CAM PBELL 
OUR LESSON today is taken 
from the history of Israel and 
Judah. Throe kings had reigned 
over a united Israel— Saul, David 
and Solomon Under them Israel 
had 
experienced 
her 
greatest 
glory, reaching the nation's peak 
in Solomon's regime. 
Underneath this seeming pros­ 
perity, however, there was secret 
rebellion 
Extravagance, immor­ 
ality and idolatry flourished. An 
unbearable load of taxation was 
secretly but bitterly resented. This 
finally resulted in the tragiF divi­ 
sion of the kingdom which was 
never again to be reunited, as we 
shall see 
It is queer, our commentator 
tells us, that although Solomon 
had 70 wives, we knowf of only 
one son. Rehoboam, son of Naa* 
mah, who was an idolatress for 
whom Solomon built a high place 
to Moloch in front of the temple. 
Moloch was one of the gods wor­ 
shipped by pagan Ammonites. 
Solomon 
eventually died 
and 
Rehoboam reigned in his stead. 
"And Rehoboam went to She­ 
chem, for to Shechem w’ere all Is­ 
rael come to make him king." 
Do you remember Jeroboam, 


who had been driven into exile 
by Solomon? 
He was in Egypt, 
where he heafd that Solomon had 
died, and he returned and came 
with the people to see Rehoboam 
crowded 
The people now complained to 
Rehoboam, saying 
"Thy father 
made our yoke 
grievous; 
now 
therefore ease thou somewhat the 
grievous servitude of thy father, 
and his heavy yoke that he put 
down upon us, and we will serve 
thee.” 
Rehoboam put them off. say­ 
ing. "Come again unto me after 
three days,” so the people w^ent 
home 
The king first called a council 
of the w'ise 
old men who had 
counselled Solomon, and he asked 
them. "What counsel give ye me 
to return answer to this people?” 
"And they spake unto him, say­ 
ing, If thou be kind to this people 
and please them, and speak good 
words to them, they will be thy 
servants for ever ” 
Being an arrogant man, Reho­ 
boam, however, turned away from 
such wise counsel of the old men 
and asked the young men who 
had been brought up in the luxury 
and licentiousness of King Solo­ 
mon’s 
court 
what 
they 
would 
counsel. They told him not to ease 
the burdens borne bv the common 


people, but to increase them, 
So this foolish man, then in his 
42nd year, told the people; in 
, rough language: 
"My father made your yoke 
heavy, but I will add thereto my 
father chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with scor­ 
pions.” 
What was the reaction to this 
stupid and harsh speech ? 
How 
would any liberty loving people 
react to such tyrannical, arrogant 
words ? 
"What 
portion 
have 
we 
in 
David ? Neither have we inheri­ 
tance in the son of Jesse: every 
man to your tents. O Israel: and 
now, 
David, see to thine own 
house.” 
So at the ringing cry, "To your 
tents. O Israel!” all went home. 
The tribes of Judah and Benja­ 
min stayed with Rehoboam, but 
the other IO formed the kingdom 
of Israel, and chose Jeroboam for 
their king. 
After the division of the king­ 
dom, Rehoboam gathered together 
a large army from his two tribes 
to fight against Israel and get it 
back under his rule. "But the 
word of the Lord came to She- 
maiah, the man of God, saying, 
speak to Rehoboam, the son of 


Solomon, king of Judah, and to all 
Israel in Judah, and Benjamin, 
saying: 
"Thus saith the Lord 
Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren: return every man to his 
house: for this thing is done of 
Me.” 
The Lord s order was obeyed. 
Then Rehoboam built a number of 
fortified cities and stocked them 
with provisions and arms against 
possible enemies. After that he 
followed in the steps of his fa­ 
ther. 
Solomon 
and 
took 
many 
wives and concubines and had 28 
sons and 60 daughters, forsaking 
the way of the Lord. 
Then Shishak of Egypt, w'ho in 
the Egyptian records is the Phar­ 
aoh Sheshonk I, invaded Judah 
and 
seized 
the 
fortified cities, 
"and he found Judah so incapable 
of 
withstanding 
invasion, 
that 
they 
yielded 
to 
him . . . the 
the precious treasures of the tem­ 
ple and the king s palace.” 
That is the story of a man who 
given power, used it tyrannically, 
and ruined not only himself, but 
destroyed his nation. We wonder 
if 
u n h a p p y 
Rehoboam 
ever 
learned that compassion for the 
poor and oppressed— kind words 
and understanding of others— are 
"more to be valued than great 
riches.”
